He thinks he had a good play tor 
the slam, but was unlucky. 

“West opened the king of 
spades, and South won with the 
ace. He then took the king and 
queen of diamonds, noting the 
bad break. He continued with 
the rest of the trumps, ending 
with the ace. His next step was 
to lead the jack of spades and 
discard a low club from dummy 
East won “and returned a spade 
to South’s 10, dummy discarding 
other low club. 

“Now all would have been we!l 
if the hearts had broken norm 
ally. But they didn’t break, and 
down South went. 

“Will you comment on the 
ding and on the play?
